The per- 
centages of increase ranged from 525 
to 4. 

Chevrolet led the field with 9,416. 
as against 8,213, a substantial gain 
of 1,403 cars, or 17.2 per cent. Buick 
took second place with 3,377. Pon- 
tiac, as an individual car, took third 
place with 2,481, as against 1,435, a 
gain of 75.6 per cent, With its sis- 
ter car, Oakland, the group had a 
total of 3.269. compared with 1,919 
last year, a gain of 70.3 per cent. 

The groups, however, were led by 
the Hudson-Essex with a total oi 
3,290, Essex having 2,217 and Hudson 
1,073. The Essex individual gain 
Was ten cars. As an _ individual 
Essex took fifth place, Nash topping 
it for fourth place with 2,347, and 
showing a gain of 11.7 per cent.

The Japanese import trade is 
transacted under unusual conditions, 
By force of circumstances, this busi- 
ness has been concentrated in the 
hands of a few specialized firms, 
under both foreign and Japanese 
management, which maintain credit 
balances abroad. 

A supplementary report from 
Yokohama explains that the tire 
market is of a nature which would 
make it probably difficut for one to 
import tires with the expectation of 
doing a profitable business. From 
an economic viewpoint automobiles 
and trucks have become a necessity 
and consequently most of the man- 
ufacturers of standard tires in the 
United States and elsewhere have 
established agencies 


The fact that most of the stan- 
dard tire manufacturers have 
well-established agencies, coupled 
with local production of foreign 
tires, has been the cause for con- 
siderable price competition, forc- 
ing several tire companies to 
market their tires at a low price 
and only a small margin of profit. 

During the first quarter of this 
year an American make led in sales 
in the Yokohama market, followed 
by Dunlop, three other American 
makes and Michelin 

American makes also are getting 
a fair part of the business in other 
sections, according to additional re- 
ports to the department 


Dunlop is the sales leader in 
Shanghai and Hongkong, China, 
while two American makes and 


Michelin are getting the balance of 
the business.

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Buying Power | 


NE of the most prolific subjects of conversation at the 

present A. E. A. convention has been the formation of 
an organization designed to merge the buying power of a 
number of concerns in the jobbing field, to give the indi- 
vidual concerns the benefits that accrue with quantity buy- 
ing. The scheme appears to be that a well financed com- 
pany shall do the buying for a number of jobbers, getting 
the discounts that go with mass buying and passing the sav- 
ing on to its clients. The buying organization retains a 
percentage of the money spent and in return assumes all 
credit and collection risks on behalf of the manufacturer. 
Obviously, this means a saving for the manufacturer, who! 
may be expected to reciprocate with liberal discounts, which | 
in turn benefit the jobber buying in this way. 

Quite aside from the individual company which is at- 
tempting this innovation in the jobber field, the idea would 
seem to be soundly in keeping with modern practice. The 
vital necessity today is to stretch the purchasing and the 
selling prices as far apart as possible. In the automotive 
field such giants as General Motors, the Ford Motor Com- 
pany, Chrysler, Willys-Overland, Durant, etc., etc., are able 
to make the profits that they do principally because of their 
tremendous quantity buying of raw materials. To cite an 
example that makes a good many ordinary merchants see 
red, the chain stores spread and multiply because they bring 
into play the power of mass buying. The mail order houses 
are founded on this very principle of buying in quantity. 

It will be extremely interesting to see how this idea 
of merging the buying power of many concerns will work 
out in a field that has been so individualistic as the auto- 
motive jobber business.

The Tire Cut | 


T LAST the inevitable cut in the price of tires has 
arrived. This has been impending from the day that 
Premier Baldwin of Great Britain announced the abrogation 


of the Stevenson restrictions on crude rubber shipments from | 


the British colonies. 


The tire companies held off making the cut as long as} 


possible, trying to make as much of an adjustment as they 
could on crude rubber stock bought before the restrictions 
were lifted. It is impossible that all of them have been able 
to work off all their higher cost crude. They are simply 
absorbing a certain amount of loss on the operation. 
This is a familiar experience for most of the rubber 
companies. The public demand for price cuts, following 
any widely heralded lowering of crude rubber prices, 
always forces the tire companies to absorb a certain 
amount of loss. It often happens that public demand 
forces industrial operators to play the part of unwilling 
philanthropists. In this present case the loss has been 
somewhat minimized, for which relief much thanks.

Supreme Court to 
Pass on New Angle 
Of Seizure Law

Washington, June 18. An- 
other case involving the right of 
an automobile dealer who has sold 

a car on a conditional sales con- 
tract and which is subsequently 

seized by prohibition men when 
discovered carrying liquor will be 
presented to the United States Su- 

premé Court by the Department 
of Justice. 

The United States Attorney for 
the Southern District of California 
today reported to the department a 
case involving the forfeiture of a 
car which was discovered in the act 
of transporting tax-unpaid liquor. 

Prohibition agents located a still 
in a private dwelling. A car was 
driven up to the building and a 
man alighted. The agents at- 
tempted to arrest him, but he es- 
caped, The car was searched and 
found to contain five gallons of 
alcohol. A libel was filed for the 
forfeiture of the car under Sec- 
tion 3550 of the Revised Statues. 

However, this action was resisted 
by the automobile dealer, who had 
sold the car on a conditional sales 
contract. On the hearing of the libel 
the court held that the action would 
not lie under that section of the 
statute cited, and ordered the car 
| returned to the dealer. 
| Because of the fact that this ques- 
|} tion as presented has not been 
passed upon by the Supreme Court 
| an appeal will be taken by the gov- 
|ernment in order to determine 
whether a vehicle containing liquor 
under such circumstances is subject 
| to forfeiture.
